Bill was involved in many charitable, fraternal and professional organizations. Worden was a well-known and 
much-loved Missoulian.

(c) The board of county commissioners of a county may direct the county treasurer to reallocate the 
distribution of oil and natural gas production tax money that would have gone to a taxing unit, as provided 
in subsection ¢8}4s) (11)(b), to another taxing unit or taxing units, other than an elementary school or high 
school, within the county under the following conditions: 

(i) The county treasurer shall first allocate the oil and natural gas production taxes to the taxing units 
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within the county in the same proportion that all other property tax proceeds were distributed in the county 
in fiscal year 1990. 

(ii) If the allocation in subsection 8)6)4) (11)(c)(i) exceeds the total budget for a taxing unit, the 
commissioners may direct the county treasurer to allocate the excess to any taxing unit within the county. 
(d) The board of trustees of an elementary or high school district may reallocate the oil and natural gas 
production taxes distributed to the district.by the county treasurer under the following conditions: 

(i) The district shall first allocate the oil and natural gas production taxes to the budgeted funds of the 
district in the same proportion that all other property tax proceeds were distributed in the district in fiscal 
year 1990. 

(ii) If the allocation under subsection }d)4} (11)(d)(i) exceeds the total budget for a fund, the trustees 
may allocate the excess to any budgeted fund of the school district. 

(e) For all production from post-1985 wells and horizontally drilled wells completed after December 31, 
1993, the county treasurer shall distribute oil and natural gas production taxes received under subsections 
(2)(b), (3)(b) (ii), (4)(b) (ii), aad (5)(b), (6)(b), and (7)(b)(ii) between county and school taxing units in the 
relative proportions required by the levies for state, county, and school district purposes in the same 
manner as property taxes were distributed in the preceding fiscal year. 

(f) The allocation to the county in subsection €8}4e) (11)(e) must be distributed by the county treasurer in 
the relative proportions required by the levies for county taxing units and in the same manner as property 
taxes were distributed in the preceding fiscal year. 

(g) The money distributed in subsection €8}e} (11)(e) that is required for the county mill levies for school 
district retirement obligations and transportation schedules must be deposited to the funds established for 
these purposes. 

(h) The oil and natural gas production taxes distributed under subsection €8}6} (11)(b) that are required 
for the 6-mill university levy imposed under 20-25-423 and for the county equalization levies imposed 
under 20-9-331 and 20-9-333, as those sections read on July 1, 1989, must be remitted by the county 
treasurer to the state treasurer. 

(i) The oil and natural gas production taxes distributed under subsection €8}e} (11)(e) that are required 
for the 6-mill university levy imposed under 20-25-423, for the county equalization levies imposed under 
20-9-331 and 20-9-333, and for the state equalization aid levy imposed under 20-9-360 must be remitted 
by the county treasurer to the state treasurer. 

(j) The amount of oil and natural gas production taxes remaining after the treasurer has remitted the 
amounts determined in subsections €8}44) (11)(h) and €8}4) (11)(i) is for the exclusive use and benefit of 
the county and school taxing units. 

(9}(12) The department shall remit the amounts to be distributed in subsection ¢8} (11) to the county 
treasurer by the following dates: 

(a) On or before August 1 of each year, the department shall remit to the county treasurer oil and natural 
gas production tax payments received for the calendar quarter ending March 31 of the current year. 

(b) On or before November 1 of each year, the department shall remit to the county treasurer oil and 
natural gas production tax payments received for the calendar quarter ending June 30 of the current year. 
(c) Onor before February 1 of each year, the department shall remit to the county treasurer oil and natural 
gas production tax payments received for the calendar quarter ending September 30 of the previous year. 
(d) On or before May 1 of each year, the department shall remit to the county treasurer oil and natural 
gas production tax payments received for the calendar quarter ending December 31 of the previous calendar 
year. 

4-9}(13) The department shall provide to each county by May 31 of each year the amount of gross taxable 
value represented by all types of production taxed under 15-36-304 for the previous calendar year 
multiplied by 60%. The resulting value must be treated as taxable value for county classification purposes 
and for county bonding purposes. 


(14) (a) In the event that the board of oil and gas conservation revises the privilege and license tax pursuant 
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to 82-11-131, the department shall, by rule, change the formula under this section for distribution of taxes 
collected under 15-36-304. The revised formula must provide for the distribution of taxes in an amount 
equal to the rate adopted by the board of oil and gas conservation for the expenses of the board. 

(b) Before the department adopts a rule pursuant to subsection (14)(a), it shall present the proposed rule 
to the revenue oversight committee. ; 
(15) The distribution to taxing units under this section is statutorily appropriated as provided in 17-7-502." 
Section 11. Section 15-36-325, MCA, is amended to read: 

."15-36-325. Local government severance tax payments for calendar year 1995 production -- distribution 
of payments -- not subject to I-105 limitations. (1) The local government severance tax imposed under 15- 
36-101, as that section read before January 1, .1996, for calendar year 1995 production is due as follows: 
(a) for oil and natural gas production occurring in the first calendar quarter of 1995, the tax is due May 
3 15,1996; 

(b) for oil and natural gas production occurring in the second calendar quarter of 1995, the tax is due May 
31 e997; . 

(c) for oil and natural gas production occurring in the third calendar quarter of 1995, the tax is due May 
31, 1998; and 

(d) for oil and natural gas production occurring in the fourth calendar quarter of 1995, the tax is due May 
31, 1999. 

(2) (a) If the taxpayer pays the entire local government severance tax liability for calendar year 1995 on 
or before June 30, 1996, the taxpayer must receive a 6% reduction in the total local government severance 
tax liability. 

(b) Any payment of local government severance taxes for calendar year 1995 made on or before June 30, 
1997, does not accrue interest. Any payment of local government severance taxes for calendar year 1995 
made after June 30, 1997, must accrue interest at the rate of 1% a month or fraction of a month from July 
1, 1997, to the date of payment. Any payment for the third quarter of 1995 received after May 31, 1998, 
and any payment for the fourth quarter of 1995 received after May 31, 1999, is subject to the late payment 
penalty provisions in 15-36-311. 

(c) In the case of the dissolution of the operator or a change in the operator of any lease or unit, any 
unpaid local government severance tax for calendar year 1995 becomes due on the date of dissolution or 
on the date of the change in operator. The operator is subject to the provisions of subsection (2)(a) 
regarding the 6% tax liability reduction or the provisions of subsection (2)(b) regarding interest and 
penalties. 

(3) The department shall determine the amount of tax collected under subsections (1) and (2) from within 
each taxing unit. 

(4) For purposes of the distribution of local government severance taxes collected under this section, the 
department shall use the unit value of oil and gas for each taxing unit as determined in 15-36-323. 

(5) The local government severance tax must be deposited in the ageney state special revenue fund in the 
state treasury and transferred to the county for distribution as provided in subsection (6). 

(6) For the purpose of the distribution of the local government severance tax for calendar year 1995 
production, the department shall adjust the unit value determined under this section according to the ratio 
that the local government severance taxes collected during the quarters for which the distribution occurs 
plus penalties and interest on delinquent local government severance taxes bears to the total liability for 
local government severance taxes for the quarters for which the distribution occurs. The taxes must be 
calculated and distributed as follows: 

(a) By July 31 of each of the years 1996, 1997, 1998, and 1999, the department shall calculate and 
distribute to each eligible county the amount of local government severance tax for calendar year 1995 
production, determined by multiplying the unit value, as adjusted in this subsection (6), by the units of 
production on which the local government severance tax was owed during calendar year 1995 production. 
(b) Any amount by which the total tax liability exceeds or is less than the total distributions determined 
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in subsection (6)(a) must be calculated and distributed in the following manner: 

(i) The excess amount or shortage must be divided by the total distribution determined for that period to 
obtain an excess or shortage percentage. 

(ii) The excess percentage must be multiplied by the distribution to each taxing unit, and this amount must 
be added to the distribution to each respective taxing unit. 

(iii) The shortage percentage must be multiplied by the distribution to each taxing unit, and this amount 
must be subtracted from the distribution to each respective taxing unit. 

(7) (a) The county treasurer shall distribute the money received under subsection (6) between the county 
and school taxing units. The distribution between county and school taxing units is the ratio of the number 
of mills levied for fiscal year 1990 against 1988 production in each taxing unit for the county and schools, 
including the county equalization levies that were in effect under 20-9-331 and 20-9-333 as those sections 
read on July 1, 1989, and the university 6-mill levy imposed under 20-25-423, except that a distribution 
may not be made to a municipal taxing unit or the state equalization aid levy imposed under 20-9-360. 
Distribution of money for the county equalization levies and the university levy must be remitted to the 
state by the county treasurer. The amounts distributed under subsections (7)(b) and (7)(c) are for the 
exclusive use of county and school taxing units. 

(b) The county treasurer shall deposit the money from subsection (7)(a) allocated to county levies to the 
oil and gas tax accelerated fund. 

(c) The trustees of a school district may allocate any payment received under subsection (7)(a) to any 
budget fund of the district or to the miscellaneous programs fund established in 20-9-507. The trustees shall 
direct the county treasurer to deposit the local government severance tax payments under this section to 
the funds of the district in accordance with the allocations determined by the trustees. 

(8) Local government severance tax payments to a county pursuant to this section are not subject to the 
limitations of Title 15, chapter 10, part 4. Payments of local government severance tax pursuant to this 
section may not be used for county classification purposes under 7-1-2111 and may not be considered in 
the determination of bonding limits under 7-7-2101, 7-7-2203, 7-14-2524, and 7-16-2327. 

(9) The distribution to taxing units under this section is statutorily appropriated as provided in 17-7-502."

"17-7-502. Statutory appropriations -- definition -- requisites for validity. (1) A statutory appropriation 
is an appropriation made by permanent law that authorizes spending by a state agency without the need for 
a biennial legislative appropriation or budget amendment. 

(2) Except as provided in subsection (4), to be effective, a statutory appropriation must comply with both 
of the following provisions: 

(a) The law containing the statutory authority must be listed in subsection (3). 

(b) The law or portion of the law making a statutory appropriation must specifically state that a statutory 
appropriation is made as provided in this section.

(4) The amount of money that may be raised by the fee on the electric utility companies during a fiscal 
year may not be increased, except as provided in [section 46], from the amount appropriated, including 
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both base and contingency appropriations, by the legislature for that fiscal year. Any additional money 
required for operation of the transition advisory committee must be obtained from other sources in a 
manner authorized by the legislature. 4 

(5) As used in [section 46] and this section, "electric utility company" has the same meaning as "electric 
facilities provider" as defined in 69-5-102. 


NEW SECTION. Section 46. Determination of fee for activities of transition advisory committee -- 
failure to pay -- penalty -- statute of limitations. (1) On or before June 30 in each year, the department of 
revenue shall: 

(a) determine the total gross operating revenue generated by all activities within this state for all electric 
utility companies for the previous fiscal year; _ 

(b) compute the percentage, subject to revision as provided in subsection (2), of the amount determined 
in subsection (1)(a) that will produce an amount equal to the appropriation to the legislative services 
division, except that an electric utility company owned and operated by any municipal corporation within 
this state may not be required to pay a sum in excess of 0.06 of 1% of its gross operating revenue; 

(c) adjust the percentage multiplier computed in subsection (1)(b) to ensure that sufficient funds are 
generated to meet the appropriation and that excess funds are not generated or retained; and 

(d) give notice by mail to each electric utility company of the percentage to be applied to the gross 
operating revenue to determine the amount of the fee to be paid. 

(2) (a) The department of revenue shall adjust the percentage multiplier if the department considers a 
change necessary to meet or to not exceed the amount to be raised by the fee because of: 

(i) fluctuations in the actual gross operating revenue subject to the fee; or 

(ii) submission and approval of a budget amendment authorizing the spending of money from a 
contingency appropriation included in the appropriation for the legislative services division in support of 
the activities of the transition advisory committee and authorized to be raised by means of the fee. 

(b) Adjustments of the percentage multiplier are subject to the exception provided in subsection (1)(b) for 
municipally owned and operated electric utility companies. 

(c) Electric utility companies must be given at least 30 days’ notice of any change in the percentage 
multiplier. 

(d) Any change in the percentage multiplier is effective at the beginning of the next calendar quarter. 
(3) In the event that the fee charged in 1 year is in excess of the amount actually expended in that year, 
the excess must be deducted from the amount required to be raised by the fee for the next year before the 
determination required by subsection (1) is made. Money remaining unspent at the close of the fiscal year 
must be used to reduce the percentage calculated under this section in the subsequent fiscal year. 

(4) All fees paid by an electric utility company pursuant to this section are immediately recoverable by 
the electric utility company in its rates and charges. Within 30 days after the issuance by the department 
of revenue of the notice required by subsection (1), the commission shall by separate order authorize each 
electric utility company to fully recover in its rates and charges, on an annual basis, the fees levied by this 
section. 

(5) (a) If an electric utility company fails, neglects, or refuses to file a statement or to pay the fee required 
by [section 45] or this section, the department of revenue shall collect the fee in the same manner as the 
fee for the office of the legislative consumer counsel is collected in 69-1-225 through 69-1-230. 

(b) The penalty for failure to pay the fee imposed under [section 45] and this section is the same as the 
penalty under 69-1-226. 

(c) An overpayment of the fee must be processed in the same manner as an overpayment is processed

(b) If a party is represented by legal counsel, the hearings officer may allow the counsel to present that 
party’s case. 

(7) The hearings officer shall determine a support obligation in accordance with the guidelines and 
shall issue a modifying order. If the hearings officer determines that the difference between the existing 
support order and the amount determined under the guidelines is negligible under rules issued by the 
department, the modifying order may not change the amount of the support obligation. Even though the 
review may indicate that a modification of the support obligation is appropriate, the department may not 
modify the support order if the hearings officer determines, after the review hearing, that to do so would 
not be in the best interests of the child under the rules issued by the department. An increase in child 
support is presumed to be in the best interests of the child unless, after a review hearing, either the obligor 
or the obligee demonstrates it would not be in the best interests of the child. The modifying order must 
prespectively modify the underlying support order from the date of service of the order scheduling the

(b) The live wild buffalo or bison may be destroyed by the use of firearms. If a firearm cannot be used 
for reasons of public safety or regard for public or private property, the animal may be relocated to a place 
that is free from public or private hazards and destroyed by firearms or by a humane means of euthanasia. 
(c)_ The live wild buffalo or bison may be captured, tested, quarantined, and vaccinated. Wild buffalo or 
bison that are certified by the state veterinarian as brucellosis-free may be: 
(i) sold to help defray the costs that the department incurs in building, maintaining, and operating 
necessary facilities related to the capture, testing, quarantine, or vaccination of the wild buffalo or bison; 
or 
(ii) transferred to qualified tribal entities that participate in the disease control program provided for in 
this subsection (1)(c). Acquisition of wild buffalo or bison by a qualified tribal entity must be done in a 
manner that does not jeopardize compliance with a state-administered or federally administered livestock 
disease control program. The department may adopt rules consistent with this section governing tribal 
participation in the program or enter into cooperative agreements with tribal organizations for the purposes 
of carrying out the disease control program. 
(d) Proceeds from the sale of live, brucellosis-free, vaccinated wild buffalo or bison must be deposited in 
the state special revenue fund to the credit of the department. 
(e) Any revenue generated in excess of the costs referred to in subsection (1)(c)(i) must be deposited in 
the state special revenue fund provided for in 87-1-513(2). 
(2) Whenever the department is responsible for the death of a wild buffalo or bison, either purposefully 
or unintentionally, the carcass of the animal must be disposed of by the most economical means, including 
but not limited to burying, incineration, rendering, or field dressing for donation or delivery to a 
department-approved slaughterhouse or slaughter destination. 
(3) In disposing of the carcass, the department: 
(a) as first priority, may donate a wild buffalo or bison carcass to a charity or to an Indian tribal 
organization; or 
(b) may sell a wild buffalo or bison carcass to help defray expenses of the department. If the carcass is 
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sold in this manner, the department shall deposit any revenue derived from the sale of the wild. buffalo or 
bison carcass to the state special revenue fund to the credit of the department. 
(4) The department may adopt rules with regard to management of publicly owned wild buffalo or bison 
that enter Montana on private or public land and that are from a herd that is infected with a contagious 
disease that may spread to persons or livestock and may jeopardize compliance with other_state- 
administered or federally administered livestock disease control programs.""

(F) any other revenue received during the school fiscal year that may be used to finance the general fund, 
excluding any guaranteed tax base aid; and 

(iii) pursuant to subsection (4), anticipated revenue from coal gross proceeds under 15-23-703. 

(c) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (2), subtract the money available to reduce the property 
tax required to finance the general fund that has been determined in subsection (1)(b) from any general fund 
budget amount adopted by the trustees of the district, up to the BASE budget amount, to determine the 
general fund BASE budget levy requirement.

(a) In order to determine the amount of revenue raised by this levy that is retained by the county, the sum 
of the estimated revenue identified in subsection (2) must be subtracted from the total of the BASE funding 
programs of all elementary districts of the county. 

(b) If the basic levy and other revenue prescribed by this section produce more revenue than is required 
to repay a state advance for county equalization, the county treasurer shall remit the surplus funds to the 
state treasurer for deposit to the state general fund immediately upon occurrence of a surplus balance and 
each subsequent month thereafter, with any final remittance due no later than June 20 of the fiscal year for 
which the levy has been set. 

(2) The revenue realized from the county’s portion of the levy prescribed by this section and the revenue 
from the following sources must be used for the equalization of the elementary BASE funding program of 
the county as prescribed in 20-9-335, and a separate accounting must be kept of the revenue by the county 
treasurer in accordance with 20-9-212(1): 

(a) the portion of the federal Taylor Grazing Act funds distributed to a county and designated for the 
common school fund under the provisions of 17-3-222; 

(b) the portion of the federal flood control act funds distributed to a county and designated for expenditure 
for the benefit of the county common schools under the provisions of 17-3-232; 

(c) all money paid into the county treasury as a result of fines for violations of law, except money paid 
to a justice’s court, and the use of which is not otherwise specified by law; 

(d) any money remaining at the end of the immediately preceding school fiscal year in the county 
treasurer’s accounts for the various sources of revenue established or referred to in this section; 

(e) any federal or state money distributed to the county as payment in lieu of property taxation, including 
federal forest reserve funds allocated under the provisions of 17-3-213; 

(f) gross proceeds taxes from coal under 15-23-703; 

(g) oil and natural gas production taxes; 

(h) anticipated local government.severance tax payments for calendar year 1995 production as provided 
in 15-36-325; and 

(i) anticipated revenue from property taxes and fees imposed under 23-2-517, 23-2-803, 61-3-504@Q}, 
61-3-521, 61-3-527, 61-3-537, [section 33], and 67-3-204." 


Section 24. Section 20-9-333, MCA, is amended to read: 

"20-9-333. Basic special levy and other revenue for county equalization of high school district BASE 
funding program. (1) The county commissioners of each county shall levy an annual basic special tax for 
high schools of 22 mills on the dollar of the taxable value of all taxable property within the county, except 
for property subject to a tax or fee under 23-2-517, 23-2-803, 61-3-504Q), 61-3-521, 61-3-527, 61-3-537, 
[section 33], and 67-3-204, for the purposes of local and state BASE funding program support. The 
revenue collected from this levy must be apportioned to the support of the BASE funding programs of high 
school districts in the county and to the state general fund in the following manner: 
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(a) In order to determine the amount of revenue raised by this levy that is retained by the county, the sum 
of the estimated revenue identified in subsection (2) must be subtracted from the sum of the county’s high 
school tuition obligation and the total of the BASE funding programs of all high school districts of the 
county. 

(b) If the basic levy and other revenue prescribed by this section produce more revenue than is required 
to repay a state advance for county equalization, the county treasurer shall remit the surplus funds to the 
state treasurer for deposit to the state general fund immediately upon occurrence of a surplus balance and 
each subsequent month thereafter, with any final remittance due no later than June 20 of the fiscal year for 
which the levy has been set. 

(2) The revenue realized from the county’s portion of the levy prescribed in this section and the revenue 
- from the following sources must be used for the equalization of the high school BASE funding program 
of the county as prescribed in 20-9-335, and a separate accounting must be kept of the revenue by the 
county treasurer in accordance with 20-9-212(1): 

(a) any money remaining at the end of the immediately preceding school fiscal year in the county 
treasurer’s accounts for the various sources of revenue established in this section; 

(b) any federal or state money distributed to the county as payment in lieu of property taxation, including 
federal forest reserve funds allocated under the provisions of 17-3-213; 

(c) gross proceeds taxes from coal under 15-23-703; 

(d) oil and natural gas production taxes; 

(e) anticipated local government severance tax payments for calendar year 1995 production as provided 
in 15-36-325; and 

(f) anticipated revenue from property taxes and fees imposed under 23-2-517, 23-2-803, 61-3-504Q}, 
61-3-521, 61-3-527, 61-3-537, [section 33], and 67-3-204." 


Section 25. Section 20-9-360, MCA, is amended to read: 

"20-9-360. State equalization aid levy. (1) There is a levy of 40 mills imposed by the county 
commissioners of each county on all taxable property within the state, except property for which a tax or 
fee is required under 23-2-517, 23-2-803, 61-3-504@Q}, 61-3-521, 61-3-527, 61-3-537, [section 33], and 
67-3-204. Except as provided in subsection (2), proceeds of the levy must be remitted to the state treasurer 
and must be deposited to the credit of the state general fund for state equalization aid to the public schools 
of Montana. 

(2) For the benefit of each municipality that created an urban renewal area and adopted a tax increment 
financing provision for the urban renewal area prior to July 1, 1990, the state treasurer shall distribute each 
fiscal year from the state equalization aid levy to the municipality the amount, if any, equal to the product 
of the incremental taxable value of the urban renewal area times the reduced school levy for the area, each 
calculated for the fiscal year. The reduced school levy for a fiscal year is the difference between the 
aggregate amount of all property tax levies for school purposes in the urban renewal area, expressed in 
mills, in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1989, and the aggregate amount of all property tax levies for school 
purposes in the area or the district, expressed in mills, in the fiscal year, including the state equalization 
aid levy. The state treasurer shall distribute the amounts to municipalities in two equal installments on 
December 31 and June 30 of the fiscal year." 


Section 26. Section 20-9-501, MCA, is amended to read: 

"20-9-501. Retirement fund. (1) The trustees of a district employing personnel who are members of the 
teachers’ retirement system or the public employees’ retirement system or who are covered by 
unemployment insurance or who are covered by any federal social security system requiring employer 
contributions shall establish a retirement fund for the purposes of budgeting and paying the employer’s 
contributions to the systems. The district’s contribution for each employee who is a member of the 
teachers’ retirement system must be calculated in accordance with Title 19, chapter 20, part 6. The 
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district’s contribution for each employee who is a member of the public employees’ retirement system must 
be calculated in accordance with 19-3-316. The district’s contributions for each employee covered by any 
federal social security system must be paid in accordance with federal law and regulation. The district’s 
contribution for each employee who is covered by unemployment insurance must be paid in accordance 
with Title 39, chapter 51, part 11. 

(2) The trustees of a district required to make a contribution to a system referred to in subsection (1) shall 
include in the retirement fund of the preliminary budget the estimated amount of the employer’s 
contribution. After the final retirement fund budget has been adopted, the trustees shall pay the employer 
contributions to the systems in accordance with the financial administration provisions of this title. 

(3) When the final retirement fund budget has béen adopted, the county superintendent shall establish the 
levy requirement by: 

(a) determining the sum of the money available to reduce the retirement fund levy requirement by adding: 
(i) any anticipated money that may be realized in the retirement fund during the ensuing school fiscal year, 
including anticipated revenue from property taxes and fees imposed under 23-2-517, 23-2-803, 61-3-504Q), 
61-3-521, 61-3-527, 61-3-537, [section 33], and 67-3-204; 

(ii) oil and natural gas production taxes; 

(iii) anticipated local government severance tax payments for calendar year 1995 production as provided 
in 15-36-325; 

(iv) coal gross proceeds taxes under 15-23-703; 

(v) any fund balance available for reappropriation as determined by subtracting the amount of the 
end-of-the-year fund balance earmarked as the retirement fund operating reserve for the ensuing school 
fiscal year by the trustees from the end-of-the-year fund balance in the retirement fund. The retirement fund 
operating reserve may not be more than 35% of the final retirement fund budget for the ensuing school 
fiscal year and must be used for the purpose of paying retirement fund warrants issued by the district under 
the final retirement fund budget. 

(vi) any other revenue anticipated that may be realized in the retirement fund during the ensuing school 
fiscal year, excluding any guaranteed tax base aid. 

(b) notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (8), subtracting the money available for reduction of the 
levy requirement, as determined in subsection (3)(a), from the budgeted amount for expenditures in the 
final retirement fund budget. 

(4) The county superintendent shall: 

(a) total the net retirement fund levy requirements separately for all elementary school districts, all high 
school districts, and all community college districts of the county, including any prorated joint district or 
special education cooperative agreement levy requirements; and 

(b) report each levy requirement to the county commissioners on the fourth Monday of August as the 
respective county levy requirements for elementary district, high school district, and community college 
district retirement funds. 

(5) The county commissioners shall fix and set the county levy in accordance with 20-9-142. 

(6) The net retirement fund levy requirement for a joint elementary district or a joint high school district 
must be prorated to each county in which a part of the district is located in the same proportion as the 
district ANB of the joint district is distributed by pupil residence in each county. The county 
superintendents of the counties affected shall jointly determine the net retirement fund levy requirement for 
each county as provided in 20-9-151. 

(7) The net retirement fund levy requirement for districts that are members of special education cooperative 
agreements must be prorated to each county in which the district is located in the same proportion as the 
special education cooperative budget is prorated to the member school districts. The county superintendents 
of the counties affected shall jointly determine the net retirement fund levy requirement for each county 
in the same manner as provided in 20-9-151, and the county commissioners shall fix and levy the net 
retirement fund levy for each county in the same manner as provided in 20-9-152. 
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(8) The county superintendent shall calculate the number of mills to be levied on the taxable property in 
the county to finance the retirement fund net levy requirement by dividing the amount determined in 
subsection (4)(a) by the sum of: 

(a) the amount of guaranteed tax base aid that the county will receive for each mill levied, as certified by 
the superintendent of public instruction; and 

(b) the taxable valuation of the district divided by 1,000." 


Section 27. Section 20-10-144, MCA, is amended to read: 

"20-10-144. Computation of revenue and et tax levy requirements for district transportation fund budget. 
Before the fourth Monday of July and in accordance with 20-9-123, the county superintendent shall 
compute the revenue available to finance the transportation fund budget of each district. The county 
superintendent shall compute the revenue for each district on the following basis: 

(1) The "schedule amount" of the preliminary budget expenditures that is derived from the rate schedules 
in 20-10-141 and 20-10-142 must be determined by adding the following amounts: 

(a) the sum of the maximum reimbursable expenditures for all approved school bus routes maintained by 
the district (to determine the maximum reimbursable expenditure, multiply the applicable rate per bus mile 
by the total number of miles to be traveled during the ensuing school fiscal year on each bus route 
approved by the county transportation committee and maintained by the district); plus 

(b) the total of all individual transportation per diem reimbursement rates for the district as determined 
from the contracts submitted by the district multiplied by the number of pupil-instruction days scheduled 
for the ensuing school attendance year; plus 

(c) any estimated costs for supervised home study or supervised correspondence study for the ensuing 
school fiscal year; plus 

(d) the amount budgeted on the preliminary budget for the contingency amount permitted in 20-10-143, 
except if the amount exceeds 10% of the total of subsections (1)(a), (1)(b), and (1)(c) or $100, whichever 
is larger, the contingency amount on the preliminary budget must be reduced to the limitation amount and 
used in this determination of the schedule amount; plus 

(e) any estimated costs for transporting a child out of district when the child has mandatory approval to . 
attend school in a district outside the district of residence. 

(2) (a) The schedule amount determined in subsection (1) or the total preliminary transportation fund 
budget, whichever is smaller, is divided by 2 and is used to determine the available state and county 
revenue to be budgeted on the following basis: 

(i) one-half is the budgeted state transportation reimbursement, except that the state transportation 
reimbursement for the transportation of special education pupils under the provisions of 20-7-442 must be 
50% of the schedule amount attributed to the transportation of special education pupils; and 

(ii) one-half is the budgeted county transportation fund reimbursement and must be financed in the manner 
provided in 20-10-146. | 

(b) When the district has a sufficient amount of cash for reappropriation and other sources of district 
revenue, as determined in subsection (3), to reduce the total district obligation for financing to zero, any 
remaining amount of district revenue and cash reappropriated must be used to reduce the county financing 
obligation in subsection (2)(a)(ii) and, if the county financing obligations are reduced to zero, to reduce 
the state financial obligation in subsection (2)(a)(i). 

(c) The county revenue requirement for a joint district, after the application of any district money under 
subsection (2)(b), must be prorated to each county incorporated by the joint district in the same proportion 
as the ANB of the joint district is distributed by pupil residence in each county. 

(3) The total of the money available for the reduction of property tax on the district for the transportation 
fund must be determined by totaling: 

(a) anticipated federal money received under the provisions of Title I of Public Law 81-874 or other 
anticipated federal money received in lieu of that federal act; 
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(b) anticipated payments from other districts for providing school bus transportation services for the 
district; 

(c) anticipated payments from a parent or guardian for providing school bus transportation services for 
a child; 

(d) anticipated or reappropriated interest to be earned by the investment of transportation fund cash in 
accordance with the provisions of 20-9-213(4); 

(e) anticipated or reappropriated revenue from property taxes and fees imposed under 23-2-517, 23-2-803, 
61-3-504Q}, 61-3-521, 61-3-527, 61-3-537, [section 33], and 67-3-204; 

(f) anticipated revenue from coal gross proceeds under 15-23-703; 

(g) anticipated oil and natural gas production taxes; 

(h) anticipated local government severance tax payments for calendar year 1995 production; 

(i) anticipated transportation payments for out-of-district pupils under the provisions of 20-5-320 through 
20-5-324; 

(j) any other revenue anticipated by the trustees to be earned during the ensuing school fiscal year that may 
be used to finance the transportation fund; and 

(k) any fund balance available for reappropriation as determined by subtracting the amount of the 
end-of-the-year fund balance earmarked as the transportation fund operating reserve for the ensuing school 
fiscal year by the trustees from the end-of-the-year fund balance in the transportation fund. The operating 
reserve may not be more than 20% of the final transportation fund budget for the ensuing school fiscal year 
and is for the purpose of paying transportation fund warrants issued by the district under the final 
transportation fund budget. 

(4) The district levy requirement for each district’s transportation fund must be computed by: 

(a) subtracting the schedule amount calculated in subsection (1) from the total preliminary transportation 
budget amount; and 

(b) subtracting the amount of money available to reduce the property tax on the district, as determined in 
subsection (3), from the amount determined in subsection (4)(a). 

(5) The transportation fund levy requirements determined in subsection (4) for each district must be 
reported to the county commissioners on the fourth Monday of August by the county superintendent as the 
transportation fund levy requirements for the district, and the levy must be made by the county 
commissioners in accordance with 20-9-142." 


Section 28. Section 20-10-146, MCA, is amended to read: 

"20-10-146. County transportation reimbursement. (1) The apportionment of the county transportation 
reimbursement by the county superintendent for school bus transportation or individual transportation that 
is actually rendered by a district in accordance with this title, board of public education transportation 
policy, and the transportation rules of the superintendent of public instruction must be the same as the state 
transportation reimbursement payment, except that: 

(a) if any cash was used to reduce the budgeted county transportation reimbursement under the provisions 
of 20-10-144(2)(b), the annual apportionment is limited to the budget amount;

(a) totaling the net requirement for all districts of the county, including reimbursements to a special 
education cooperative or prorated reimbursements to joint districts or reimbursements under the mandatory 
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attendance agreement provisions of 20-5-321; 

(b) determining the sum of the money available to reduce the county transportation net levy requirement 
by adding: 

(i) anticipated money that may be realized in the county transportation fund during the ensuing school fiscal 
year, including anticipated revenue from property taxes and fees imposed under 23-2-517, 23-2-803, 
61-3-504@Q}, 61-3-521, 61-3-527, 61-3-537, [section 33], and 67-3-204; 

(ii) oil and natural gas production taxes; 

(iii) anticipated local government severance tax payments for calendar year 1995 production; 

(iv) coal gross proceeds taxes under 15-22 703; 

(v) any fund balance available for reappropriation from the end-of-the-year fund balance in the county 
transportation fund; 

(vi) federal forest reserve funds allocated under the provisions of 17-3-213; and 

(vii) other revenue anticipated that may be realized in the county transportation fund during the ensuing 
school fiscal year; and 

(c) subtracting the money available, as determined in subsection (2)(b), to reduce the levy requirement 
from the county transportation net levy requirement. 

(3) The net levy requirement determined in subsection (2)(c) must be reported to the county commissioners 
on the fourth Monday of August by the county superintendent, and a levy must be set by the county 
commissioners in accordance with 20-9-142. 

(4) The county superintendent shall apportion the county transportation reimbursement from the proceeds 
of the county transportation fund. The county superintendent shall order the county treasurer to make the 
apportionments in accordance with 20-9-212(2) and after the receipt of the semiannual state transportation 
reimbursement payments." 


NEW SECTION. Section 29. Light vehicle. "Light vehicle" means a motor vehicle commonly referred 
to as an automobile, van, sport utility vehicle, or truck having a manufacturer’s rated capacity of 1 ton or 
less. 


NEW SECTION. Section 30. Sport utility vehicle. "Sport utility vehicle" means a light vehicle designed 
to transport 10 or fewer persons that is constructed on a truck chassis or that has special features for 
occasional off-road use. The term does not include trucks having a manufacturer’s rated capacity of 1 ton 
or less. 


Section 31. Section 61-3-101, MCA, is amended to read: 

"61-3-101. Duties of department -- records. (1) The department shall keep a record as specified in this 
section of all motor vehicles, trailers, and semitrailers of every kind, and of certificates of teapptration and 
ownership of those vehicles, and of all manufacturers and dealers in motor vehicles. 

(2) The record must show the following: 

(a) name of owner, residence address by street or rural route, town, and county, and mailing address if 
different than residence address; 

(b) name and address of conditional sales vendor, mortgagee, or other lienholder and amount due under 
contract or lien; 

(c) manufacturer of vehicle; 

(d) manufacturer’s designation of style of vehicle; 

(e) identifying number; 

(f) year of manufacture; 

(g) character of motive power and shipping weight of vehicle as shown by the manufacturer; 

(h) the distinctive license number assigned to the vehicle, if any; 

(i) if atruck or trailer, the number of tons’ capacity or GVW if imprinted on manufacturer’s identification 
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plate; 

(j) except as provided in 61-3-103, the name and complete address of any holder of a perfected security 
interest in the vehicle; and 

(k) other information that may from time to time be found desirable. 

(3) The department shall file applications for registration received by it from the county treasurers ofthe 
state and register the vehicles and the vehicle owners as follows: 

(a) under the distinctive license number assigned to. the vehicle by the county treasurer; 

(b) alphabetically under the name of the owner; 

(c) numerically under make and: identifying number of the vehicle; and 

(d) ether another index of registration as the department considers expedient. 


(4) The department shall determine the amount of motor vehicle taxes and fees to be collected at the time 
of registration for each light vehicle subject to tax under 61-3-503 and for each bus, truck having a 
manufacturer’s rated capacity of more than | ton, and truck tractor subject to a fee in lieu of tax under 
[sections 32 and 33]. The county treasurer shall collect the taxes and fees on each motor vehicle at the time 


of its registration. 
(5) Vehicle registration records and indexes and driver’s license records and indexes may be maintained 


by electronic recording and storage media. 

45}(6) In the case of dealers, the records must show the information setilfied in the application for a 
dealer’s license as required by 61-4-101 through 61-4-105, as well as the distinctive license number 
assigned to the dealer. 

{6}(7) In order to prevent an accumulation of unneeded records and files, regardless of any other statutory 
requirements, the department may destroy all records and files that relate to vehicles that have not been 
registered within the preceding 4 years and that do not have an active lien. 

(8) All records must be open to inspection during aH reasonable business hours, and the department 
shall furnish any information from the records upon payment by the applicant of the cost of the information 
requested. Prior to providing the information, the department may require the applicant to provide 
identification. However, the department may, by rule, reasonably restrict disclosure of information on an 
owner or the owner’s vehicle if the owner has requested in writing that the department not disclose the 
information." 


Section 32. Section 61-3-208, MCA, is amended to read: 

"61-3-208. Affidavit and bond for certificate. (1) If an applicant for a meter vehicle certificate of title 
cannot provide the department with a certificate of title transferred to the applicant, the department may 
issue a certificate of title for the vehicle if the applicant furnishes an affidavit in a form prescribed by the 
department. 

(2) The affidavit must be signed and sworn to before an officer authorized to administer oaths and 
affirmations. The affidavit must accompany the application for the certificate of title and include: 

(a) the facts and circumstances through which the applicant acquired ownership and possession of the 
meter vehicle; 

(b) information as required by the department to enable it to determine what security interests, liens, and 
encumbrances against the-motor-vehicle, if any, are outstanding against the meter vehicle; 

(c) .the date and the amount secured by the security interests, liens, and encumbrances, if any; and 

(d) a statement that the applicant has the right to have a certificate of title issued. 

(3) If after examination of the application, affidavit, and any other evidence the department determines 
that a certificate of title for the meter vehicle should be issued to the applicant, the department shall require 
the applicant to file with the aia a good and sufficient bond before i issuing the certificate of title. 
The bond must be: 

(a) in an amount equal to the average trade-in or wholesale value of the meter vehicle as determined under 
the-provisions-of 61-3503 {e} by the applicable national appraisal guide for the vehicle as of January 1 
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for the year in which the application for certificate of title is made;. When a national appraisal guide is not 
available for a vehicle, the department shall determine an alternative value for the vehicle. 

(b) conditioned to indemnify a prior owner, lienholder, subsequent purchaser, secured creditor, or 
encumbrancer of the motor vehicle; and any respective successors in interest; against expenses, losses, or 
damages caused by the issuance of the certificate or by a defect in or undisclosed security interest upon 
the right, title, and interest of the applicant in the meter vehicle; and 

(c) issued by a surety company authorized to do business in the state. 

(4) Any interested person has a right of action to recover on the bond for a breach of its conditions, but 
the aggregate liability of the surety to ail persons may not exceed the amount of the bond. 

(5) Unless the department has been notified of a pending action to recover the bond, the department shall 
return the bond at the earlier of: 

(a) 3 years from the date of issuance of the certificate of title; or 

(b) the date of surrender of the valid certificate of title to the department if the vehicle is no longer 
registered in this state." 


Section 33. Section 61-3-303, MCA, is amended to read: 

"61-3-303. Application for registration. (1) Each owner of a motor vehicle operated or driven upon the 
public highways of this state shall for each motor vehicle owned, except as otherwise provided in this 
section, file or cause to be filed in the office of the county treasurer where the owner permanently resides 
at the time of making the application or, if the vehicle is owned by a corporation or used primarily for 
commercial purposes, in the taxing jurisdiction of the county where the vehicle is permanently assigned; 
an application for registration or reregistration apen—a—blank on _a form te—be-prepared—and furnished 
prescribed by the department. The application must contain: 

(a) the name and address of the owner, giving the county, school district, and town or city within whose 
corporate limits the motor vehicle is taxable, if taxable, or within whose corporate limits the owner’s 
residence is located if the motor vehicle is not taxable; 

(b) the name and address of the holder of any security interest in the motor vehicle; 

(c) a description of the motor vehicle, including make, year model, engine or serial number, 
manufacturer’s model or letter, gross weight, declared weight on all trucks for which the manufacturer’s 
rated capacity is 1 ton or less, and type of body and, if a truck, the manufacturer’s rated capacity; 

(d) the declared weight on all trailers operating intrastate, except travel trailers or trailers and semitrailers 
registered as provided in 61-3-711 through 61-3-733; and 

(e) other information that the department may require. 

(2) A person who files an application for registration or reregistration of a motor vehicle, except of a 
mobile home as defined in 15-1-101(1), shall upon the filing of the application pay to the county treasurer: 
(a) the registration fee, as provided in 61-3-311 and 61-3-321 or 61-3-456; and 

(b) except as provided in 61-3-456 or unless it has been previously paid: 

(i) the personalpreperty motor vehicle taxes or fees in lieu of tax assessed or imposed against the vehicle 
for the current year of registration and the immediately previous year; or 

(ii) the new motor vehicle sales tax against the vehicle for the current year of registration. 

(3) The application may not be accepted by the county treasurer unless the payments required by subsection 
(2) accompany the application. The department ef+evenue may not assess or impose and the county 
treasurer may not collect taxes or fees for a period other than: 

(a) the current year; and 

(b) the immediately previous year if the vehicle was not registered or operated on the highways of the 
state, regardless of the period of time since the vehicle was previously registered or operated.

(3) The age of the vehicle is determined by subtracting the manufacturer’s model year of the vehicle from 
the calendar year for which the fee in lieu of tax is due.

(4) If the director of the department of public health 

and human services certifies to the governor and the secretary of state in writing that the federal 
government has granted this state an exemption from one of the following provisions, the provision 
terminates on the date the exemption takes effect: 

(a) [section 9]; 

(b) [section 11]; 

(c) [sections 22 through 24]; 

(d) [section 93]; 

(e) [section 95]; 

(f) [the bracketed provisions in sections | through 3, 

10, 25, 45, 50, 88, and 89]. 

(5) The department of public health and human services 

shall do everything reasonably within its power to obtain, as soon as possible, federal government 
exemptions from the provisions listed in subsection (4). 

(6) [Sections 9, 11, 22 through 24, 93, and 95] and the bracketed language in [sections 1 through 3, 10, 
25, 45, 50, 88, and 89] terminate July 1, 1999. 

(7) If the bracketed language in [section 1 through 3, 10, 25, 45, 50, 88, and 89] terminates, the code 
commissioner is instructed to renumber subsections, adjust internal references, and correct grammar and 
arrangement."

House Bill 195 requires, among other things, that state agencies pay $45 each time they file with a clerk of court 
a warrant for distraint, a certificate of lien, or an abstract of an administrative order. 


I do not disagree with the substance of the bill. However, its operation will result in projected additional costs to 
agency budgets of over $280,000 for the biennium. This is a sum that current agency budgets cannot absorb, and, 
since there is no funding provided in the bill, I offered an amendment to the bill on April 11, 1997, which would 
have prevented the law from becoming effective unless there is an appropriation for adequate funding. 


My proposed amendment was not adopted. 


The difficult task of carefully and thoughtfully funding essential government services can be resolved, but not 
without making choices among competing priorities. In my view, there are higher priorities than House Bill 195 
to which the State. must dedicate its limited resources.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby veto Senate Bill 271, "AN ACT PROVIDING THAT AN ADMINISTRATIVE RULE OBJECTED TO 
BY A MAJORITY OF THE MEMBERS OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE CODE COMMITTEE MAY NOT 
BE ADOPTED UNTIL THE END OF THE 6-MONTH PERIOD DURING WHICH THE RULE MUST BE 
ADOPTED, UNLESS PRIOR TO THAT TIME, THE COMMITTEE MEETS AND DOES NOT MAKE THE 
SAME OBJECTION; PROVIDING THAT AN ADMINISTRATIVE RULE OBJECTED TO BY THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE CODE COMMITTEE BEFORE THE RULE IS ADOPTED IS IN SOME 
CUXCUMSTANCES NOT EFFECTIVE UNTIL AFTER ADJOURNMENT OF THE NEXT REGULAR 
SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE; AMENDING SECTIONS 2-4-305 AND 2-4-306, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN APPLICABILITY DATE" for the following reasons. 


Senate Bill 271 is similar to a bill vetoed during the 1995 legislative session. It would allow a majority of members 
of the Administrative Code Committee to hold up the implementation of a law passed by both houses of the 
Legislature and signed by the Governor until after the next regular session of the Legislature adjourned. Using the 
worst case scenario, five members of the Legislature could delay the effect of a duly-adopted law for two years. 


I believe, as I did in 1995, that this proposal is unconstitutional. Administrative rules are extensions of the law, 
restricted delegations of authority from the legislative branch to the executive branch of government. Giving five 
members of the Legislature the power to control the executive branch’s ability to carry out its responsibilities is a 
violation of the principle of separation of powers, Article III, section 1 of the Montana Constitution. It infringes 
upon the executive’s duty to faithfully execute the laws, as required by Article VI, section 4(1). 


Moreover, allowing five members of a legislative committee to suspend implementation of an administrative rule 
amounts to giving those five members the power to repeal any law that delegates rulemaking powers to the executive 
branch. Any act which authorizes five legislators to repeal a law is a violation of Article V, section 11(1) of the 
Montana Constitution , which requires the action of a majority of the members of the body present and voting before 
adoption or repeal of a law. In other words, Senate Bill 271 unconstitutionally gives law-making authority to a 
legislative committee. 


There has always been a general concern about agency rulemaking, and, although it has been difficult to ascertain 
actual examples of rules that are not in conformity with the statute they implement, that concern is understandable. 
I submit, however, that there are adequate checks and balances already in existence to curb any over-zealous 
rulemakers. They include the protections afforded the public by the rulemaking process itself, judicial review, 
additional clarifying legislation, repeal of a rule by the Legislature, supervision by oversight committees, legislative 
appropriations, control by the executive, and lawful objections by the Administrative Code Committee. In addition, 
this administration has directed agencies to contact sponsors of legislation when they prepare to issue rules that 
implement that legislation, a practice which will now become law if House Bill 199 is approved. 


Unlike the provisions of Senate Bill 271, the above-mentioned controls limit agency options while keeping the 
constitutional separation of powers doctrine intact.

Senate Bill 87 addresses the deposit of filing and copying fees collected by the Secretary of State. It provides that 
fees that are collected must be deposited into an internal service fund. 


The Department of Administration has brought to my attention that the result of Senate Bill 87 is that the entire 
operation of the Secretary of State’s Office would become an internal service fund, a result that is not appropriate 
from the perspective of generally accepted accounting principles and that would create problems when the State’s 
financial statements are prepared. 


This result was apparently inadvertent, and I am proposing a correction to the bill that would require that fees 
collected by deposited into a proprietary fund, rather than an internal service fund. 


It is my understanding that Senator Jergeson, the sponsor of Senate Bill 87, understands the need for this 
amendment.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return Senate Bill 308,"AN ACT REQUIRING STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENT ENTITIES TO 
PREPARE A WRITTEN STATEMENT OF LEGAL AUTHORITY BEFORE TAKING CERTAIN ACTION; 
PROVIDING DEFINITIONS AND EXCEPTIONS; PROVIDING FOR CIVIL ACTIONS AND A CIVIL 
PENALTY; AMENDING SECTION 7-1-106, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE 
DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY DATE" for the following reasons. 


Senate Bill 308 gives state and local government fifteen days in which to provide an applicant a written statement 
of authority any time it either denies or issues with conditions a permit, certificate, or license. The statement must 
include the reason for the act, a citation to the applicable legal authority, the governmental entity’s interpretation 
of the legal authority, and information about how to appeal the decision. While I understand the intent of the bill, 
I believe it goes too far. 


First of all, Senate Bill 308 will create new responsibilities and associated costs for state and local government, 
without any funds for carrying out those responsibilities having been provided to date. 


With respect to the state government, Senate Bill 308 will apply to the over 65,000 hunting permits denied each year 
by the Department of Fish, Wildlife, and Parks as a result of permit drawings. It will apply to the 1500 driver’s 
licenses that the Motor Vehicle Division of the Department of Justice denies each year because the applicants fail 
the written or driving test. At a time when government funding is tight, the expense of notifying these applicants 
in writing of the factual basis for the act, the legal authority for the act, the relevant legal interpretation, and 
information about appealing the act seems unjustifiable. 


Senate Bill 308 also applies to state liquor and gambling licenses, and to the 70,000 motor carrier permits that are 
issued with restrictions each year. Assuming that a written explanation is warranted, requiring that it be sent out 
within fifteen days is no small problem for agencies who are given no additional funding to provide this service. 
The most recent fiscal note indicates an impact of over $100,000 per year to state agencies. The fiscal impact on 
local government has not been quantified. 


I am also opposed to the bill’s creation of yet another cause of action against governmental entities. Current law 
already allows individuals to collect costs and reasonable attorneys’ fees when government acts in bad faith. By 
establishing yet another category of litigation, section 5 invites additional lawsuits by citizens against government, 
at a time when government is spending too much of its resources for costs of litigation. 
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Finally, section 6 of the bill amends current law in a manner that is inconsistent with the Montana Constitution. 
Article XI, section 4 of the Montana Constitution requires that the powers of incorporated cities and towns and 
counties shall be liberally construed. Section 7-1-106, MCA, tracks that language by providing that every 
reasonable doubt as to the existence of a local government power or authoriiy shall be resolved in favor of the 
existence of that power or authority. Senate Bill 308, however, adds a qualification to section 7-1-1-06, which 
results in resolving doubts in favor of the existence of local government power “except for a power or authority to 
deny or issue with conditions a permit, certificate, license, or similar or equivalent right or privilege." The 
Legislature may not, by statute, add a qualification to an unqualified constitutional requirement. 


I am proposing amendments to Senate Bill 308 that would limit the fiscal impact of the bill and still address the 
perceived abuses. The amendments will require that state and local government provide upon request an applicant 
with a statement of legal authority for any permit, certificate or license denied or issued with conditions. Putting 
this requirement in the law will result in government’s ability to take adverse personnel action where appropriate 
if a government employee does not comply with the requirement.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby veto Senate Bill 252, "AN ACT REVISING COUNTY SHERIFF AND CITY POLICE 
RESPONSIBILITIES FOR HANDLING ABANDONED VEHICLES AND PROVIDING FOR PAYMENT OF 
CERTAIN ABANDONED VEHICLE REMOVAL CHARGES FROM MOTOR VEHICLE DISPOSAL FEES; 
AMENDING SECTIONS 61-12-401, 61-12-402, 61-12-403, 61-12-404, 75-10-503, AND 75-10-532, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE" for the following reasons. 


Senate Bill 252 expands the program for handling junk vehicles. The estimated cost to the State is $46,882 in fiscal 
year 1998 and $143,132 in fiscal year 1999. Without additional sources of revenue to cover projected costs, the 
counties will be unable to keep up with the scope of the existing program, as vehicle handling costs increase. 
No funding has been provided for Senate Bill 252, and I am therefore vetoing it. The difficult task of carefully and 
thoughtfully funding essential government services cannot be resolved by requiring government to take on additional 
unfunded responsibilities.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 365, "AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE REGULATION OF 
HEALTH INSURANCE CARRIERS WHO OFFER MANAGED CARE PLANS; PROVIDING FOR STATE 
NETWORK ADEQUACY AND QUALITY ASSURANCE STANDARDS AND A MEANS FOR ENFORCING 
THE STANDARDS; REGULATING CONTRACTS RELATING TO MANAGED CARE PLANS; 
PROVIDING REPORTING AND DISCLOSURE REQUIREMENTS; PROVIDING FOR 
CONFIDENTIALITY OF HEALTH CARE INFORMATION; PROVIDING DEFINITIONS; APPLYING 
PREMIUM INCREASE RESTRICTIONS TO HEALTH MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS; REQUIRING 
HEALTH MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS TO FILE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS; REQUIRING 
PROTECTION AGAINST INSOLVENCY BY HEALTH MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS; AMENDING

Senate Bill 365 establishes adequate health care networks and quality of managed care. It is an important and 
visionary bill that will benefit both consumers and managed health care providers in Montana. Applications for 
health maintenance organizations are pending, and the bill needs to be passed this session. 

However, Senate Bill 365 will have a fiscal impact on both the Department of Public Health and Human Services, 
as well as the State Auditor’s Office. These costs were not funded in House Bill 2, and thus it will be necessary 
to delay the effective dates of several of the sections of Senate Bill 365. 

Senator Benedict, the bill’s sponsor, has been informed of the need for these amendments.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments House Bill 534, "AN ACT MAKING THE STATE LIABLE FOR INTEREST 
AND ATTORNEY FEES IN A JUDGMENT INVOLVING A CONTRACT; AMENDING SECTIONS 2-9-317 
AND 18-1-404, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE," for the following reasons. 


Section 18-1-404, MCA, provides that, for purposes of liability, the State of Montana is to be treated in contract 
cases in the same manner as private litigants, except with respect to punitive damages. 


House Bill 534 would change the section 18-1-1404, MCA, to: 


-make the State liable for payment of interest from the date on which the contract became due, rather than 
from when the sums are capable of calculation, as is the rule for other litigants; 


-require the State to pay attorneys fees to a successful claimant in all contract actions. By contrast, other 
litigants must pay attorneys fees in contract cases only if expressly required by the contract itself. 


The above-mentioned changes that would be brought about by House Bill 534 would result in treating the State of 
Montana more harshly than other litigants in contract actions. 


I can understand from the standpoint of fairness that the rules for liability in contract cases should treat litigants 


equally. House Bill 534, however, does not do that. It would apply different, more onerous rules to one type of 
litigant -- state government. 
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The fiscal impact of House Bill 534 is impossible to estimate. Some of the contracts to which the State is a party 
involve many millions of dollars. Were any of those contracts to result in litigation, the State, unlike a private 
litigant, could be exposed to significantly increased liability under the provisions of House Bill 534. 


I am, therefore, proposing amendments that would specify that costs are awardable against the State in the same 
manner as against a private individual. 


With respect to the immediate date of effect provided in House Bill 534, I propose that, in the interest of fairness, 
the State be given some time to modify and enter into contracts with knowledge of the changes in the law.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby return with amendments House Bill 572, "AN ACT PROVIDING FOR SEVERAL LIABILITY FOR 
MOST TORT ACTIONS; LIMITING JOINT AND SEVERAL LIABILITY TO CERTAIN SPECIFIED 
TORT ACTIONS; PROVIDING FOR THE EFFECT OF A RELEASE OR A COVENANT NOT TO SUE; 
AMENDING SECTIONS 25-9-411, 27-1-702, 27-1-703, 27-1-719, 28-1-301, AND 28-11-311, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING CONTINGENT EFFECTIVE DATES AND AN APPLICABILITY DATE" for the following 
reasons. 


House Bill 572 provides for a system of comparative fault in which persons are held responsible only to the extent 
to which they cause or contribute to the harm. It apportions liability among all torfteasors according to their 
equitable share of fault. 


While I support House Bill 572, it requires technical changes in order to provide that several liability and 
apportionment of liability apply to defendants acting in concert or in an agency relationship, while not affecting the 
doctrines of vicarious liability and respondeat superior. Without the amendments, a corporation sued for the acts 
of its employee may be excluded from the application of several liability and the apportionment of damages to other 
parties at fault. The amendments leave in place the idea that the principal cannot transfer liability to its agent. 


Representative Anderson, the bill’s sponsor, has been informed of and understands the need for these amendments.

_ and schools in designing a comprehensive, integrated system of education and workforce preparation that reflects 
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local needs and that is available to all students. 
Performance Measures: 


e Revised learner goals are integrated into locally developed curriculum models in all program areas over the 4 
years, fiscal years 1998 through 2001. 


e Long term - Local assessments are developed to measure student performance and district progress toward 
achieving model learner goals. Assessment data will assist in the establishment of indicators and benchmarks for 
the Montana education profile. 


e Long term - Effectiveness will be measured by the number of schools demonstrating an increased number of 
students who are proficient in core academic subjects. 


e¢ The number of sustained, intensive professional development opportunities for educators is increased by 30% 
by fiscal year 2001. Baseline data will be collected for the 1997-98 school year. 


e By fiscal year 2001, 30% of the school districts in Montana will have adopted state-of-the-art models for the 
improvement of curriculum, assessment, instruction, and integrated technology. Baseline data will be collected for 
the 1997-98 school year. 


e The number of schools that integrate school-to-work opportunities into existing educational reform initiatives and 
existing vocational education programs is increased by 30% by fiscal year 2001. Baseline data will be collected in 
the 1997-98 school year. 


© The number of students with significant involvement in school-to-work programs is increased. Baseline data will 
be collected in the 1997-98 school year. 


e The office of public instruction will identify model curricula and training in applied academics and work-based 
learning and will increase access to these models to improve its programs and increase workplace experiences linked 
to the classroom. 


¢ The number of students who have opportunities to integrate academic and occupational learning through school- 
to-work, applied learning opportunities, vocational education, or work-based learning will increase by 30% by fiscal 
year 2001. Baseline data will be collected in the 1997-98 school year. 


Goal II: Provide the public with a means of assessing the quality and achievements of the K-12 education system 
in Montana. 


Objective 1: By February 1999, the office of public instruction will develop and disseminate a Montana education 
profile to the Montana public. The profile will be developed with assistance and advice from educators, parents, 
and the public and will contain indicators and measures of the effectiveness of Montana’s K-12 system in the areas 
of students, staff, academic achievement, finance, and educational programs. Technology will be used as the 
primary tool to maintain effective communication with educators and the public across Montana. 


Objective 2: During fiscal years 1999 and 2000, the office of public instruction will provide technical assistance 


to districts and communities to assist with the development of local profiles of school and program effectiveness. 
Technology will provide the primary means of communication. 
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Performance Measures: 


e The first Montana educational profile will be completed by February 1999. The profile will report the status and 
achievements of schools or districts in peer groupings and provide a state and national context for comparison. 


e By July 2000, 20% of Montana’s 469 school districts will voluntarily participate in a pilot project to develop, 
publish, and distribute local school profiles. All districts will complete, publish, and distribute local profiles by July 
2001. ) 


e A survey of state and local policymakers, educators, and community members will indicate that the education 
profile is accessible, meaningful, and valuable as a tool for school improvement at the local level. 


e A survey will indicate that the public is able to identify and draw conclusions from the indicators of educational 
quality and perceive that it can be actively engaged in the school improvement process. 


Goal III: Promote the effective use of technology resources for expanding K-12 educational opportunities. 


Objective 1: By July 1, 1999, the office of public instruction will have increased the use of electronic 
communication technologies to disseminate information on school improvement, professional development 
opportunities, and education-related data. 


Performance Measures: 


e By July 1997, the office of public instruction will add two additional toll-free lines to the METNET bulletin 
board system. By October 1997, user logins via the toll-free lines will increase by 600 calls each day, thereby 
doubling the number of logins to the bulletin board system. 


e In the 1997-98 school year, baseline survey data will be gathered to measure the integration of technology into 
the classroom. In subsequent years, survey data will measure the advances in this area. 


e By January 1999, user participation in educational conferences on METNET will increase by 50%. The 1996-97 
school year will provide baseline data. 


Goal IV: Improve access to and management of information and data related to K-12 education. 


Objective 1: By October 1998, the office of public instruction will expand and improve data collection and 
management, electronic transmission of data, analysis procedures, and dissemination processes. Improved data 
collection and management procedures will ensure the accuracy and timeliness of data necessary for reporting 
indicators and measures to the Montana public. 


Objective 2: By January 1999, the data identified for the first statewide Montana education profile will be produced 
by the office of public instruction in a timely, accurate, comparable, and cost-effective manner. 


Objective 3: The process developed by the office of public instruction for gathering and managing education data 


will decrease processing time and increase access to elementary and secondary school data for educational 
decisionmaking. 
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Performance Measures: 


e By July 1998, common definitions, standards, and procedures will be identified and disseminated to ensure 
accuracy of data collections and cost-effective data-gathering decisions. 


e Processing time will improve for data currently collected by districts and the office of public instruction. The 
1996-97 school year will serve as a baseline for comparison. 


e Education-related data and information will be available tu the public in a variety of standard formats (both 
electronic and printed) and in a variety of locations, including the METNET bulletin board system, libraries, and 
schools.

(d) "Obligor" means a person who owes a debt for child, spousal, or medical support as determined by 
the department or as specified by order of a tribunal of competent jurisdiction, the amount of which 
exceeds $500 or a total of 3 months debt, whichever is less. 

(2) (a) Upon written request from the department, a financial institution shall run a data match of the 
department’s list of obligors with the financial institution’s depositors and provide the information in a 
computer or other reasonable format accessible by the financial institution. The department may not 
request the information referred to in this subsection from a financial institution more than once in each 
calendar quarter. 

(b) The information on an obligor found to be a depositor at a financial institution must include the 
obligor’s full name, social security number or other taxpayer identification number, and account number. 
If normally kept by the financial institution, the information must also include the mailing address, 
employment address, and any other information that identifies the obligor . 

(c) The financial institution shall provide the requested information within 30 days of the request from the 
department. 

(3) The department shall run a computer match of all obligors with the information from the financial 
institution required in subsection (2). If there is a match between an obligor and a depositor, the financial 
institution shall, upon request of the department, provide additional information within 30 days, including 
but not limited to:

(4) -The amounts available in an obligor’s account do not include amounts available pursuant to overdraft 
coverage offered by the financial institution. 

(5) The financial institution shall honor a subsequent appropriate lien from the department sent to the 
financial institution. 

(6) (a) A financial institution receiving a data request, data match, or lien from the department may not 
provide notice to an obligor identified in the information submitted to the department. Failure to provide 
notice does not constitute a violation of the financial institution’s duty of good faith to its customers. 

. (b) A notice given by a financial institution to an obligor identified by the department subjects the financial 
institution to the contempt authority of the department under 40-5-226.

ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY FOR CERTAIN PURPOSES; AMENDING SECTIONS 70-9-301, 75-2-412, 
75-2-413, 75-2-427, 75-3-407, 75-5-634, 75-6-109, 75-6-114, 75-10-417, 75-10-418, 75-10-423, 75-10-434, 75-10- 
542, 82-4-141, 82-4-241, 82-4-311, 82-4-424, AND 82-4-426, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN APPLICABILITY 
DATE AND A TERMINATION DATE" for the following reasons. 


House Bill 284 proposed the establishment of an Environmental and Rehabilitation Account to be used for 


‘reclamation of mine lands and remediation of hazardous waste sites for which the Department of Environmental 
Quality could not obtain funds from the responsible party. The policy behind House Bill 284 was a worthy one, 
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and I applaud Representative Ohs for introducing the bill. 


However, as the legislative session was winding down, in an effort to cover the costs of other ongoing projects, the 
funding for House Bill 284, amounting to $250,000 in each year of the biennium, was eliminated. Although I 
supported the concept behind House Bill 284, I must veto it because it establishes an account for which there are 
no funds.

PROJECTS; ESTABLISHING THE MONTANA HERITAGE PRESERVATION AND DEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION; AUTHORIZING THE MONTANA HERITAGE PRESERVATION AND DEVELOPMENT 
COMMISSION TO ADMINISTER PROPERTIES AT VIRGINIA CITY AND NEVADA CITY AND OTHER

following reasons. 


House Bill 5 appropriates money for capital projects for the next biennium. Section 20 of the bill provides for the 
transfer to the long-range building program account general fund reversions for FY97 in excess of $15.9 million 
and general fund reversions for FY98 in excess in excess of $5 million. Section 20 was originally submitted to the 
55th Legislature in the form of House Bill 354, which was tabled in the Senate Finance and Claims Committee. 
It is this section of House Bill 5 that I am line-item vetoing. 


The concept of diverting reversions to fund long-range building projects might have some merit but for two 
compelling reasons that militate against such action. The first concerns the general fund balance. The current 
projected $25 million fund balance is, in my opinion, adequate, but certainly not excessive. Unexpended reversions 
should be used to increase the balance rather than be diverted to the long-range building program account. 
Secondly, any reversions diverted pursuant to House Bill 5 into the long-range building program in fiscal years 1997 
and 1998 could not be expended during the 1999 biennium. As a result, the 1999 Legislature will determine the 
usage of unexpended reversions regardless of whether they reside in the ending fund balance or are transferred to 
the long-range building program. 

Consequently, section 20 of House Bill 5 has no substantive operational effect and should be deleted from the bill.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby veto House Bill 394, "AN ACT REGULATING LOBBYING BY STATE AGENCIES; REQUIRING 
NOTICE TO THE LEGISLATIVE FINANCE COMMITTEE WHEN A STATE AGENCY LOBBIES THE 
STATE LEGISLATURE; PROVIDING THAT DEPARTMENT DIRECTORS, STATE EMPLOYEES, AND 
APPOINTED PUBLIC OFFICIALS MAY NOT ENGAGE IN LOBBYING FOR HIRE WITHOUT A 
LICENSE ISSUED BY THE COMMISSIONER OF POLITICAL PRACTICES; PROVIDING FOR AN 
ADMINISTRATIVE PENALTY AND ADMINISTRATIVE ENFORCEMENT; REQUIRING ACTION AND 
REPORTS BY THE LEGISLATIVE AUDITOR; AND AMENDING SECTION 5-7-102, MCA," for the 
following reasons. 


House Bill 394 will have the opposite result from that which the Legislature ostensibly intended. Interpreted 
literally, as we in the executive branch are bound to do, it will require without exception every state employee who 
works on "the development or design of a proposal or program intended to be implemented through legislation” to 
register as a lobbyist. 


By the very nature of their responsibilities, an extraordinarily large number of state employees assist in "the 
development or design of a proposal or program intended to be implemented through legislation,” as that phrase 
is used in House Bill 394’s definition of "lobbying." They write and implement administrative rules, gather tax 
data, crunch numbers, run computer programs, offer constructive criticism on the laws they carry out, propose 
ideas, all in the search for improving government, through new laws or changes in existing laws, if necessary. 


‘Are these employees "lobbyists?" No, not in the traditional sense that they become involved in the politics of 
enacting legislation. But House Bill 394 changes the existing lobbying law by requiring those state employees, as 
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well as the 1300 citizens who serve on state boards and commissions, to register as lobbyists if they assist in "the 
development or design of a proposal or program intended to be implemented through legislation." Although that 
may not be what the Legislature intended as a result, regrettably that is what the bill does. 


Current law requires that state employees who perform traditional lobbying functions, e.g., contacting legislators 
and policy makers and testifying at legislative hearings, register with and report their lobbying activities to the 
Commissioner of Political Practices. There are about 150 state employees who do so. They follow the same rules 
as do private lobbyists, paying the same registration fee and filing reports of lobbying activity at the same intervals, 
using the same definition of "lobbying." House Bill 394 adds yet another layer of requirements, for state executive 
branch employees only - new definitions, new reporting forms calling for different information, a new reporting 
schedule - at the same time requiring compliance with the existing registration and reporting rules. 


In addition, the new requirements set forth in House Bill 394 are unduly confusing. One section requires that state 
employees include a copy of "the written approval" with their report to the Legislative Finance Committee, in spite 
of the fact that the written approval provisions are no longer in the bill. The confusing phrase, "lobbying for hire" 
is left in the title and definition section of the bill although its application is unexplained. The "detailed description" 
of lobbying activities that must be submitted regularly to the Legislative Finance Committee requires duplicate 
reporting by both the agency and the employees in that agency. On the one hand, the bill exempts written or oral 
testimony by state employees. Yet on the other hand, it applies to state employees using state time "to support or 
oppose state legislation." House Bill 394 will cause these confusing and inconsistent provisions to be placed in 
Montana law along with existing requirements that make sense. 


The confusion that House Bill 394 causes is especially significant in light of the fact that one error could cost an 
employee or an agency up to $1,000, as provided by the penalty section of the bill, in addition to sanctions already 
found in existing lobbying statutes. 


What purpose is served by House Bill 394’s duplicative and conflicting set of requirements? Its supporters initially 
explained that it was intended to address a situation involving federal legislation and the bill’s title reflected that. 
But federal lobbying was removed altogether from the bill during the legislative session. The bill was originally 
intended to allow state employees to continue their lobbying activities, but to require advance approval by the 
Governor. Yet House Bill 394 no longer requires advance approval by the Governor. The bill was then described 
as intending to prevent state employees from "killing" legislators’ proposals. But House Bill 394 does not prevent 
state employees from lobbying. Rather, it expands the definition of "lobbying" so broadly as to result in the 
_ creation of many more state employee lobbyists than ever. As the target of the bill changed, the description of its 
intentions became more unclear and unnecessary. 


House Bill 394 apparently was intended to set up a barrier to lobbying by executive branch agency employees. But 
the bill does not do that. It instead creates a confusing, duplicative and inconsistent process of notice, registration - 
and filing requirements that consume valuable resources. In short, it does not advance a sound public policy. 
Accordingly, I hereby veto House Bill 394.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, I 
hereby veto House Bill 517, "AN ACT REQUIRING A CORPORATION, A LABOR OR PROFESSIONAL 
ORGANIZATION, OR AN EMPLOYER WHO WITHHOLDS AND DIVERTS A PORTION OF THE 
WAGES OR SALARY OF AN EMPLOYEE OR MEMBER TO BE USED FOR POLITICAL PURPOSES 
TO OBTAIN PRIOR AUTHORIZATION FROM THE EMPLOYEE OR MEMBER; REQUIRING 
DELINEATION OF WAGES OR SALARY WITHHELD ON AN EMPLOYEE’S OR MEMBER’S 
REGULAR PAYCHECK; ESTABLISHING A PENALTY AND REQUIRING A REFUND TO AN 
EMPLOYEE OR MEMBER OF ILLEGALLY WITHHELD WAGES OR SALARY; AND AMENDING 
SECTION 13-37-128, MCA," for the following reasons. 


House Bill 517, as originally introduced and discussed in public hearings, would have required an employer to 
inform an employee who voluntarily decided to contribute funds for political purposes of the right to earmark those 
funds prior to withholding them from the employee’s pay. The concept of the introduced legislation appeared to 
be constructive and fair, and I indicated as much to the primary sponsor of the bill. However, House Bill 517 was 
amended several times throughout the legislative process, and at one point in the deliberations the earmarking 
provision was removed in favor of a provision to simply require prior authorization by the employee before 
withholding funds to be used for political purposes from the employee’s pay. 


A week before the 55th Legislature adjourned, House Bill 517 was totally re-written by a free conference committee 
of the House and Senate to require prior authorization by employees and pay-stub delineation by employers, to 
expand the scope of the bill to include funds used in connection with ballot issues (which was not included in the 
definition of "political purposes” in any previous version of House Bill 517), and to add employer penalties and 
refund requirements. The effect of these reversions was to suggest that the expenditure of portions of membership 
dues required prior authorization by employees, a practice which was not contemplated during the public debate of 
the bill and has never been required of membership associations. The employer penalty section may result in a civil 
penalty in the amount of up to $500 or three times the amount involved in the violation, whichever is greater. In 
addition, employers are required to refund the amounts involved in the violations. 


The final version of House Bill 517 is difficult to understand. Its meaning is especially questionable in light of a 
pending lawsuit that challenges the prohibition on the use of certain corporate funds on ballot issues, and the recent 
passage of House Bill 575, which expands that prohibition to include other types of organizations. If the court 
challenge is unsuccessful, the prohibitions of House Bill 517 will be redundant. If it is successful, the effect of 
House Bill 517 could be read to prevent labor unions and professional organizations from using their revenue 
(membership dues) on ballot issues while allowing corporations to use their revenue (profits) to do so. 


Because the effect of this measure is so confusing and unclear, because it imposes new and unfunded burdens on 


employers, because it unfairly makes employers pay triple penalties if they err in the information the bill requires 
them to add to pay-stubs, and because (depending on the outcome of the litigation previously mentioned) it creates 
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the possibility for unequal treatment among corporations and other entities typically involved in ballot issue 
campaigns, I hereby veto House Bill 517.

DISPOSAL PROGRAM RESPONSIBILITIES; SPECIFYING THAT JUNK VEHICLE FLUID REMOVAL 
MUST BE FUNDED BY JUNK VEHICLE REVENUE; INCREASING THE ANNUAL PAYMENT TO 
COUNTIES FOR JUNK VEHICLE PROGRAMS; ALLOWING THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY TO INCREASE THE ANNUAL COUNTY PAYMENT; AMENDING 
SECTIONS 75-10-521, 75-10-532, AND 75-10-534, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE AND 
A TERMINATION DATE," for the following reasons. 


House Bill 531, as passed, requires the Department of Environmental Quality to pay 25 cents per motor vehicle 
under 8,001 pounds licensed in a county or $1,250, whichever is greater, to each county that has or will have in 
place by July 1, 1999, an approved junk vehicle fluid removal program. 


The source of funding for these payments was to be wrecking facility license fees, motor vehicle disposal fees, 
proceeds from the sale of junk vehicles, and proceeds from recycling of junk vehicle components. These same 
funds are already dedicated to county budgets for junk vehicle collection and graveyards. Although there is 
sufficient money in this account to fund both the base junk vehicle programs and fluid removal programs, the 
amount actually appropriated for the coming biennium in House Bill 2 is adequate to fund only the current level base 
junk vehicle programs and not this additional fluid removal effort. Although House Bill 531 as introduced would 
have given the Department discretion not to fund fluid removal if state funding for the base programs would thereby 
be made inadequate, the bill as passed requires funding of fluid removal whether or not there is also adequate 
spending authority for the base junk vehicle programs. 


Therefore, because no additional or companion appropriation was made to fund House Bill 531 programs, I am 
vetoing it. The difficult task of carefully and thoughtfully funding essential government services cannot be 


accomplished by requiring government to take on additional unfunded responsibilities.
